The fact that this person called 
and made this statement shows 
the lack of interest in this matter 
Simply by going to a Radio Shack 
that carries police scanners and 
equipment, you can purchase an 
800 megahertz trucking scanner, 
which will pick up the new fre¬ 
quencies and follow them on the 
trucking system. 

The investment by the city was 
not intended to stop people from 
hearing the conversations; it was 
to improve the communications 
between the police department, 
the fire department, and the res¬ 
cue squads. 

Going to the 800 megahertz sys¬ 
tem enables the police to have 
more air time for their depart¬ 
ment as well as the other area de¬ 
partments, as opposed to police, 
fire and EMS all being on one fre¬ 
quency.

Warrant issued for city 
man after marijuana ‘find’

The Wayne County Prosecu¬ 
tor’s Office has issued a war¬ 
rant charging a 52-year-old 
Romulus man with possession 
of marijuana with the intent to 
deliver 

Inkster Narcotrcs Officer 
Matthew Allen said the defen¬ 
dant Wayne Jaskolski, is a fu¬ 
gitive and is the target of a 
police hunt. 

“We believe that the defen¬ 
dant stashed away the 74 
pounds of marijuana at the 
U-Haul, and we do have an ar¬ 


rest warrant. He is being 
charged with possession of 
greater than five kilos with the 
intent to deliver.” 

If convicted Jaskolski could 
receive up to seven years be¬ 
hind bars and fines of up to 
$500,000. 

The case, and the huge 
cache of marijuana, came to 
light when employees at the 
U-Haul, located on Michigan 
Ave., and Middlebelt Road in 
Inkster opened a storage 
locker to itemize the contents. 

The rental fees had not 
been paid in several months,

according to the U-Haul 
owners and the contents were 
to be auctioned off to satisfy 
the incurred debt. 

However, when the auc¬ 
tioneer investigated the locker 
he found what he believed was 
marijuana, and Inkster nar¬ 
cotics officers were dis¬ 
patched to the scene to 
investigate. 

“The suspect is not in cus¬ 
tody,” said Allen. “But appar¬ 
ently someone has notified 
him that we’re looking for him. 
We did get a call from someone 
who said that he was the de¬ 
fendant’s attorney, but there 
has not been a follow up.” 


Growth is Y2K compatible 
in Romulus for the next sev¬ 
eral years, Mayor William 
Oakley reported to members of 
the Greater Romulus Chamber 
of Commerce Tuesday. 

Housing additions of var¬ 
ious styles are happening in 
key locations within the city 
and additional growth is ex¬ 
pected in coming months/ 
years, Oakley said. 

In addition two new hotels 
have opened recently, Oakley 
said, namely the Red Roof Inn 
and Motel 6 and the Hilton 
Gardens will open later this 
spring. 

With the growing list of 
housing developments, Oakley 
predicted that Romulus’ popu¬ 
lation which has been shrink¬ 
ing because of Detroit Metro 
Airport expansion in recent 
years, could show a 4,000 to 
5,000 hike in coming years. 

In answers to questions 
from those attending the 
chamber luncheon at the Dou¬ 
ble Tree Hotel, Oakley said 
two new 18-hole golf courses 
could be on the city’s horizon 
in coming years. 

The one major golf course 
being created by Salvatore 
Cottone off Van Born Road 
could open as early as this fall. 
Linked to that golf course will 
be a series of upscale single 
family homes. 

Another being created by 
the city is near Wick Elemen¬ 
tary School on 200 acres of 
what Oakley calls otherwise 
“unusable real estate.” 

That land in the past has 
had both contamination and 
water problems, Oakley said. 
A hearing recently conducted 
by the Michigan Department of 
Environmental Quality should 


lead to the city being given the 
okay to start construction on a 
18-hole golf course. 

Oakley also expects that the 
city will also finally get its long 
awaited new Department of 
Public Works facility in Au¬ 
gust. 

Wayne County had asked 
the city to turn its current 
DPW facility on Goddard Road 
over to them in the early-1990’s 
to make way for a new airport 
runway. 

But the city has held out for 
a proper land and facility 
trade off with the county for 
the last four years - and that 
action will possibly be cli¬ 
maxed by the a new facility be¬ 
ing opened on Aug. 17. 

Oakley was also asked about 
the future of the property that 
once was going to contain a 
major outlet mall. 

While it was reported in re¬ 
cent months that an industrial 
company was interested in 
possibly locating there, Oakley 
said he remains very flexible 
on the location there. 

It just needs to contain “re¬ 
tail, retail and retail” estab¬ 
lishments, Oakley said. 

The mayor declared “if you 
start with industry locating 
there, you will end up with in¬ 
dustry.” 


Oakley feels that the huge 
site - that the city has invested 
millions of dollars in on infra¬ 
structures - remains the city’s 
top commercial development 
site. 

Oakley also said he expects 
that Pennsylvania Road to one 
day be a boulevard and that 
effort could tie in with heavy 
upgrades on the railroad 
crossing in that area.

With airline and airport 
jobs beckoning nearby, the Ro- 
mulus School District an¬ 
nounced it soon will be 
offering aviation technology 
classes. 

Bill Musham, director of the 
school’s Adult and Community 
Education program, told 
school trustees recently that 
the programs will be con¬ 
ducted in conjunction with the 
Michigan Institute of Aeronau¬ 
tics located at Willow Run Air¬ 
port. 

The classes will be open to 


11th and 12th graders and will 
be included in a three-hour 
block each day at the institute 
over a 20 month period. 

Students would also attend 
a summer school (six hours a 
day for one month) during 
their junior and senior years, 
Musham said. 

An additional six months 
training at the institute would 
be required for licensing in 
airframe or powerplant tech¬ 
nology. 

Musham said the current 
wage scale for those with FAA 
approved licensing is approx¬ 
imately $24 an hour. 

Musham said Romulus 
schools are proud to offer this 
opportunity since various per¬ 


sons are relocating to Michi¬ 
gan to fill such job openings. 

Usually it costs $17,000 to 
complete the two-year FAA 
training education program, 
Musham said. 

But “our students would 
still have about $5,000 in fees 
to pay for their last six months 
of training. But that equates to 
a $12,000 savings per student,” 
he said. 

Participants will need to un¬ 
dergo an application pro¬ 
cedure to enter the program 
that will be limited to 20 stu¬ 
dents. 

“This will allow both stu¬ 
dents and the program to get 
off to a good start,” Musham 
said.

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Losen critics have field day, 
but does she get last laugh? 


I betcha Vesta Losen would prefer the year 2000 
never arrived. The vocal education reformist from 
Belleville has spent most of the new year defending 
herself and the school she runs. 

Director Losen and her school, Bethany Christian 
Academy, have had to deal with accusations that one 
of their teachers taped a child’s mouth shut, among 
other things, which resulted in an angry parent initi¬ 
ating a police investigation. Fbrget the premise that 
one is innocent until proven guilty (this week’s 
Belleville Enterprise reports that the police investi¬ 
gation turned up nothing), opponents of Losen came 
out in full force to vent wrath upon the outspoken di¬ 
rector. 

Then, just two weeks ago, an angry crowd attend¬ 
ed the Van Buren school board meeting to protest 
Their target was school board members Tbm Bowles 
and, you guessed it, Vesta Losen. The mob of sup¬ 
portive band parents did not like the way Bowles 
and Losen had supposedly leaked a request by band 
teacher Michael Van Tassel to take a leave of ab¬ 
sence. 

Losen is known for her rigid conservative views 
on education. She has continually argued minority 
opinions on a school board that rarely disagreed in 
public. Losen sees a lot of things wrong, while Super¬ 
intendent Richendollar and most board members 
are hell-bent on emphasizing the positive. For this, 
she is often criticized and sometimes ostracized. 

And when the news of Bethany Christian hit the 
fan, it was wonderful fodder for her critics. A feeding 
frenzy followed with the Losen name muddied at 
every coffee shop and street comer 

That’s the way it is in small towns. Losen, howev¬ 
er, should be admired for having the courage to 
stand up and preach her convictions. Some say she 
is an enemy of public schools, yet she sits on a public 


school board and 
works very hard 
in her own way 
in trying to im¬ 
prove Van Buren 
schools. Her ma¬ 
jor fault, accord¬ 
ing to some, is 
she takes those convictions too far, and her unwill¬ 
ingness to compromise creates a lot of enemies. 

Those enemies have spoken, and you know what, 
they’ve barely broken Losen’s stride. Now that her 
school has been vindicated, you can bet she will con¬ 
tinue to charge forward in an effort to reform public 
schools. Some might not agree with her, but in Amer¬ 
ica, we cherish the minority viewpoint Sometimes, 
as citizens, we need to remember that 


Let us not forget maitin Luther King Many of us 
celebrated his day, Monday, by enjoying an extended 
weekend, but some of us don’t know why That is a 
shame because the Rev. King was a true American 
hero who had his life cut short in 1968 by an assas¬ 
sin’s bullet 

Many of us do not know that the struggle to get the 
slain civil rights leader’s birthday a national holiday 
originated right here in Southeast Michigan, where 
Congressman John Conyers introduced the legisla¬ 
tion four days after King was killed. Unfortunately, it 
took the determined Conyers 15 years to see the bill 
become reality. 

King’s widow, Coretta Scott King, and his family 
encourage all of us to spend the holiday, as well as 
other days, volunteering and helping the less fortu¬ 
nate. Amen to that’ 
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King celebration brings back 
memory of Dr. E. Stanley Jones 


Each January when the nation 
pauses to mark the massive civil 
rights changes brought about by 
the efforts of Dr. Martin Luther 
King Jr - the mind of this writer 
also focuses on the life of long¬ 
time Methodist missionary Dr E. 
Stanley Jones. 

Jones - who probably is the on¬ 
ly Methodist in history to be 
named bishop and resign the post 
a day or two later - gained the 
most recognition by serving as a 
missionary in India for decades. 

Jones also was a prolific writer 
for years and that is where the 
Post family learned of his spiritu¬ 
al style and power. My dad, Harry 
Post Sr., was witness to Jones 
dropping off the text for his first 
book at the old Methodist Book 
Concern in New York City, just be¬ 
fore returning to his true love - 
the mission field in India 

Jones reportedly expressed 
some surprise and delight in 
learning that his book became a 
hit early last century and followed 
it with many others. 



One of the most interesting is 
his biography of Mohatma Gandhi 
- a man he knew extremely well 
during his work in India 

Ironically back in the 1960’s 
both he and King were nominat¬ 
ed for the Nobel Peace Prize in 
the same year. King ultimately 
was awarded the highly ac¬ 
claimed prize. 

But what makes that time so 
significant is both Jones and King 
had a chance to sit close together 
at a dinner that year, when Jones 
stated he was disappointed that 
his book on Gandhi had probably 
the least impact of any of his well 
read books. 

King smiled and declared “I 
think you are wrong there. That is 
the book that initiated my first 


thoughts of non-violent efforts in 
America.” 

That comment made by King 
and offered publicly for the first 
time at Jones’ nationwide 80th 
birthday celebration years later 
left a lasting memory with me. 

Not only do I carry a small 
photo of Jones (along with those 
of others who have deeply 
touched my life) in a book over my 
heart yet today, I am reminded as 
a writer that we never know the 
total impact of our efforts. 

Those of us in the newspaper 
game are in most cases closer to 
our readers - than those with an 
international audience like Jones. 

Thus we are handy to get first 
hand both the barbs from the 
politicos in our lives and the tear¬ 
ful thanks from the scores of 
“John and Jane Does” our writ¬ 
ings have touched-- in my case 
over more than 40 years. 

I for one can humbly tell you - 
it is important to receive both. 

Do I hear any amens out 
there??? 


MEAP social studies test 
results disgrace or heads up? 


Results for the first time Michi¬ 
gan Educational Assessment Pro¬ 
gram (MEAP) test in social studies 
were released last week for 11th 
grade students in the Metro De¬ 
troit area. If taken at face value, 
the results were dismal. 

Only 14.4% of students tested 
met or exceeded state standards. 
Area school districts fared as fol¬ 
lows (percent passing and ranking 
among the area’s 94 districts). Ro¬ 
mulus, ll%/79; Wayne-Westland, 
9.7%/81; Inkster 0%/94; Garden 
City, 14.5%/70. But what do these 
results really tell us. Without a lot 
more information, the only thing 
this writer learns from the results 
is that most of the students tested 
did not give the answers the state 
wanted. 

Marilyn O’Brien, president of 
the Catholic Association for Par¬ 
ents for Excellence in Education, 
quoted in the Detroit News, 
voiced a criticism held by a num¬ 
ber of parents groups saying, “It 



(the test) tests attitudes, values 
and beliefs.” She challenged, 
“give me some justification why 
my child should write anything 
personal on a state test” 

One of the essay questions on 
the test was “whether affirmative 
action has been an effective way 
to obtain justice.” How does a 
student answer such a question? 
It comes pretty close to the classic 
“have you stopped beating your 
wife?” More importantly, how 
does a teacher grade the answer 
to such a question? Must the an¬ 
swer be “politically correct” to get 
a passing grade? 

Incidentally, the origin of the 
term “politically correct” is inter¬ 


esting It originated with the Com¬ 
munist Party. A party officer had 
the responsibility to review all 
statements to be made by party 
members to insure that they con¬ 
formed to the party line, and thus 
were politically correct The only 
criterion was whether or not they 
advanced the Communist agenda, 
not whether the statements were 
right or wrong or true or false. 

Before passing judgment on 
the MEAP social studies test, 
school board members and par¬ 
ents should review the questions 
and the instructions given teach¬ 
ers for grading the tests. T\vo as¬ 
pects should be considered. Are 
the questions appropriate and are 
they indoctrination as opposed to 
testing knowledge? 

Unless the tests are revised or 
junked, the next step will be for 
the schools to start “teaching to 
the test” That is, giving the stu¬ 
dents the answers the state wants. 



Toothless laws enabled secret clerk firing 


Legal or not, it seems that a 
majority of Westland City Council 
members voted in private not to 
re-appoint Patricia Gibbons as 
city clerk. Following the secret de¬ 
cision, City Council President 
Trav Griffin offered Gibbons a 
chance to retire in return for a 
pension. When Gibbons refused 
the deal FYiday morning, Griffin 
sent Gibbons home on paid ad¬ 
ministrative leave. 

Council was expected to for¬ 
mally vote Gibbons out of a job 
Tuesday, before we went to press. 

My guess is that, by the time 
you read this, Gibbons will be 
gone. 

I also expect that Councilmen 
Glenn Anderson and Richard 
LeBlanc will respond by arguing 
for an ethics ordinance in West- 
land. 

While the council has the right 
to hire or fire the city clerk at will, 
Anderson said that the private 
discussions that led to Gibbons’s 
probably violated Michigan’s 
Open Meetings Act. Under the 
act, legislative bodies must adver¬ 
tise their meetings and vote in 
public. 

Further, many of Gibbons sup¬ 
porters who Monday demonstrat¬ 
ed at City Hall against her sur¬ 
prise dismissal said that her ex¬ 
pected firing had been motivated 
by revenge for a grievance that a 
clerk’s office worker filed against 
Griffin and running mate David 
Cox during the 1999 council elec¬ 
tion campaign. The grievance ob¬ 
jected after the pair printed a 
campaign flier on clerk’s office

stationery. (Griffin emphat¬ 
ically denied any link between 
the grievance and firing.) 

jority of the city council didn’t vio¬ 
late the Open Meetings Act when 
moving against Gibbons. 

“How could they know the 
votes weren’t there unless they 
had an illegal meeting?” Ander¬ 
son asked. 

Indeed. 

But Griffin argues that he act¬ 
ed early out of compassion so Gib¬ 
bons could depart with a large 
pension and her dignity. In effect, 
he’s arguing that the majority act¬ 
ed ethically and decently. 

If one takes Griffin at his word, 
that council acted properly to¬ 
ward Gibbons, the act still sets a 
dangerous precedent that would 
destroy the Open Meetings Act 

Doubters of Griffin’s explana¬ 
tion might consider Anderson and 
LeBlanc’s proposed ethics ordi¬ 
nance. The ordinance may be 
needed because, unlike most mu¬ 
nicipalities, Westland claims to be 
exempt from the state's ordi¬ 
nances governing conflicts of in¬ 
terest and incompatible positions. 
Most other municipalities at least 
claim to follow state laws. 

But the reality is that few state 
laws political laws are enforced at 
the local or state levels. 

As it goes now, only the FBI 


monitors allegedly corrupt offi¬ 
cials, as the recent release of the 
FBI’s Coleman Young tapes re¬ 
minds us. Neither state nor local 
attorneys tend to mess with mis¬ 
behaving public officials. 

This is because state and city 
prosecutors are political crea¬ 
tures. The attorney general has to 
wage a campaign every four 
years. The name of City Attorney 
Angelo Plakas appears in Mayor 
Bob Thomas’s campaign filings as 
a major contributor. 

It’s no surprise that political 
creatures tend to act politically, 
nor that local prosecutors do a 
Mickey Mouse job of keeping 
their cronies honest The solution 
will not be a weak ethics law on 
the local level. 

What’s needed is for legisla¬ 
tors to create strong enforceable 
state ethics and corruption laws. 
These laws must have teeth as 
least as sharp as Westland’s Fhust 
Library has to collect overdue 
books. (Holders of overdue library 
books may go to jail.) 

For local government corrup¬ 
tion and violations to disappear, 
the crimes must be treated as se¬ 
rious felonies, carrying serious 
prison time, and be enforced by 
the state government 

The council majority violated 
the Open Meetings Act because 
they can get away with it If the 
council faced serious ramifica¬ 
tions for the violation, Griffin 
probably would have figured out 
a different way to shower Gibbons 
with a compassionate and digni¬ 
fied exit

Inkster company rids city 
of hazardous waste site 


One Inkster company is not only 
practicing good business, but also be¬ 
coming a good neighbor. Helping to re¬ 
vitalize Inkster’s job market cleaning 
up a hazardous waste site, and building 
a fuel recycling plant are just the be¬ 
ginning. 

Pete Uhte, the president of Ad¬ 
vanced Resource Recoveiy bought the 
former hazardous waste processing 
plant on Princeton after it closed a cou¬ 
ple of years ago. Right away, the cur¬ 
rent owners negotiated with the state 
an agreement which would clean up 
the site and revitalize it 

“As of last August, there is no haz¬ 
ardous waste here,” Uhte explains. 
The plant now accepts waste nonhaz- 
ardous waste waters and oil. The water 
is processed to acceptable conditions 
for safe disposal and the oil is 
processed and recycled, used as EPA 
on-spec fuel, used by utilities and in¬ 
dustrial manufacturers. “We recover 
oil that would be disposed of and recy¬ 
cle it to use as a fuel,” says Uhte. 

“We basically succeeded in remov¬ 
ing a hazardous waste facility from the 
city of Inkster,” he adds. “If we hadn’t 
come along, the waste would still likely 
be sitting here.” 

Uhte is also proud that the company 
generated 22 new jobs in the city, half 
of which were filled by Inkster resi¬ 
dents, most of whom lived in the very 


same neighborhood as the plant 

While Advanced Resource Recov¬ 
ery has brought the site up to all exist¬ 
ing EPA requirements, the company is 
still diligently working to progressively 
address future environmental require¬ 
ments and are continuing their con¬ 
tainment and processing upgrades, 
and has completed the process of filing 
all DEQ reports and closure docu¬ 
ments. Advanced Resource Recovery 
has also completely rebuilt the air 
scrubbing system, which is designed to 
minimize the organic (sulphur) odors 
which occasionally occur during recy¬ 
cling. 

“We’re improving this facility to be a 
good quality business in the communi¬ 
ty. We put money back in, rather than 
trying to make fast money before going 
back to our homes in the suburbs 
somewhere,” Uhte says. 

Uhte firmly believes in giving back 
to the community, and lends financial 
support to the Inkster D.A.R.E. pro¬ 
gram, as well as to the fundraiser to 
provide bulletproof vests to the Inkster 
Police Department 

Uhte would like to go a step further, 
and get involved in youth programs, 
and perhaps sponsor a youth sport 
team.

An art, a craft and a passion 


To some, it’s a craft To others, it’s an 
art But to Julie Hale it’s a livelihood. 
It’s quilting, and Hale’s downtown 
Wayne shop, Bits ’n Pieces is an exten¬ 
sion of a passion she’s enjoyed since 
she was a girl.

Record 
set for 
athlete 
awards 

The popularity of the Michi¬ 
gan High School Athletic Asso- 
ciation’s Scholar-Athlete 
Award is still high, as evi¬ 
denced by a new record in ap- 
plications for students 
graduating during the 
1999-2000 school year. 

The program, which has 
been recognizing student- 
athletes since the 1989-90 
school year, honors 24 individ¬ 
uals, one in each sport in 
which the MHAA sponsors a 
post-season tournament.
